Steel Profit Figures Raise Many Questions

with large figures about a com ­ 
p an y ’s profits, though 
in them ­ 
selves they m ay he a sign of 
w eakness 
instead 
of 
strength. 
Thus the country w as told dur­ 
ing the last 24 hours, in five-unn- 
ute news sum m aries on the radio 
or in new spaper headlines, th at 
the U, S. Steel C orporation had 
earn ed $55.8 million in the first 
q u arter of this year. This sounds 
like a lot of m oney and prom ptly 
raises questions as 
to 
why 
a 
com pany which can m ake that 
larg e a sum 
in 
only the first 
q u a rte r of a y ear should be a sk ­ 
ing 
for 
price 
increases 
on 
its 
products. 


But precisely because of this 
superficiality or brevity of tre a t­ 
m ent. the A m erican people a re n ’t 
seeing the problem in perspective. 
F o r the $55.8 million has to be 
divided into 58 m illion p arts, as 
th a t is the num ber of shares held 
by the 325,000 ow ners of U. S. 
Steel C orporation. 
Receiving 
75 
cents a share each q u arter, or 
$3 for the whole year, m eans the 
holder of com m on stock is e a rn ­ 
ing less than three per cent on 
each dollar invested in 1959 when 
the stock sold for m ore than $100 
a share. But now adays an inves­ 
to r can buy bonds or keep his 
m oney in a savings bank and e arn 
m ore than three per cent. 


So, unless investors see som e 
hope of larg er profits and divi­ 
dends in the future, the free-enter­ 
prise system as a whole will face 
d ark days, and state socialism will 
be brought n earer. 


F or th e re ’s a serious lesson to 
be learned from the U 
S. Steel 
C orporation figures announced on 
T uesday of this week. In the first 
place, out of 
the 
$55.8 
million 
earned for the initial q u arter of 
the year, $48 9 million w as used 
to pay dividends on stock out­ 
standing. Only $7.9 million w as left 
for debt retirem ent and about $1 
m illion for other purposes.
